-The moment that an estate is pro 


bated and ready to be turned «ver ti 
the heirs, several forms of slate In 
hertuuce taxes muy become due and 
payable. The state in which the de- 
ceased has been a resident ordinarily 
collects a tax oa the entire estate. 
Complications eet in here, however, 
since th4 rate of taxation varies with 
th* relationship of the heir to the de- 
ceased and varies with the ki»d and 
loca/lon of the property. 


••Next tbe taboriunca taxes of other 


states may become due and payable. 
Certain states, for instance, levy » tax 
on the Inheritance of the aecurltlea of 
all corporations formed within that 
state. 
An Ohio corporation, for In- 


stance, may be represented la the se- 
curities making up part of the estate 
of a, citizen of Aew Yorrk. 
Under 


these circumstances Ohio collects 
lax from the heir who receive* those 
particular securities. It a corporra- 
tlon is organized under charters in 
three or four different states, aa in 
the case of some of our railroads. U 
in possible that the same securities 
might be subject to three or four state 
Inheritance taxes. Some states levy 
taxea on the transfer of securities of i
